Dear Mr. President, 

Would you be in favour of recommending to the 
Governors that one of the University Rdgs. be offered to 
the Militia Dept. as a home for a standing Provisional 
School of Instruction during the coming winter? I would 
suggest Rew Knox College, or the Residences North of 
Hoskin Avenue. The situation is this. In previous 
winters Provisional Schools have been held for periods 
of 6 weeks at a time in various centres in the Division, 
meeting from 3 to 5 nights weekly; but you can well 
understand the difference in training an Officer or 
¥.C.0. obtains when in attendance from Reveille to Reveille 
in a camp or barracks as compared with these local night 
classes. This has proved itself during the current summer, 
and the prospect of reverting to the unsatisfactory local 
schools when the winter comes on, is far from pleasing to 
us who are responsible for turning out really competent 
officers. At a time like this it apvears to me that the 
University's duty is to assist the Militia Authorities 
in every way, even to the extent of devoting a portion 
of its buildings wholly to the training of officers; the 
Empire needs these more than B.A's. at the present time.

Regarding the 0.V. College, I do not think that the 
authorities at Ottawa will sanction the formation of an 
independent unit there, nor would I recommend it, especially 
it is to be trained by us. It would be much better that 
the Vetse, being officially students of the University of 
Noronto, attach themselves as @ platoon to our 0,7, 0. =) fis 
s, in fact, what we offered to do last year but the Princi- 
pal wished to have an independen command. You had better 
intimate to Principal Grange that we shall be glad to have 
his students as part of the Corps. Get LePan to arrange 
that they be attached as a platoon to one of the Medical 
comnanies and, if possible, let someone on the Vet. College 
Staff - of whom yourself and LePan can thoroughly 
be appointed the platoon commander. This arrangement will 
meet their requirements and will keep them in touch with 
the parent institution. It is, thus, quite unnecessary to 
trouble Ottawa in the matter at all as it rests with the 


University to decide what Faculties or Colleges are to be
